House Panel Gives 
Nod To Expansions 
Urged By Eisenhower 


W ASHINGTON

Eisenhower’s program for a bigger 
and more liberal 
social 
security 
system was almost ready today 
* o r House consideration. 
Members of the House 
Ways | 
and Means Committee predict­ 
ed their group would approve the 
legislation next week after a coup­ 
le of finishing touches. The com­ 
mittee has been taking up the 
program on an item-by-item bas­ 
is. 


Late yesterday, the committee 
approved all of the President’s re­ 
q u ests for higher benefits, and also 
added some of its own. 


It also approved, over the op­ 
position of most committee Repub- j 
licans, the 
President’s 
plan 
to 
raise from $3,600 to $4,200 the max- i 
linum annual income on which ben­ 
efits are based. 
That left only 
two 
substantial 
items still to be acted 
upon: 
a 
proposal to extend 
coverage

vfcisabled workers full benefits.

The saboteurs fought a gun bat­ 
tle with federal troops, he said, 
and then fled into the hills near 
the Honduran border.

posed nomination for a ninth two- 
year term in the U.S. House of 
Representatives. 
West, former 37th District con­ 
gressman, 
won 
the 
Democratic 
nomination in the May 4 prim ary 
election from Jam es W. Lentz of 
Springfield, 
That set the stage for a clash of 
more than passing interest at a 
time when the political balance of 
power in Congress hangs on the 
national fall elections. 
West has no illusions about his 
prospects in the predominately Re­ 
publican district 
But he claims 
his chances are brighter than they 
appear at first blush. 
Now doing public relations work, 
Wrest 
professes 
to see 
labor 
in 
Springfield and farmers generally 
disgruntled over the Eisenhower 
administration. And he says fol­ 
lowers of the late Sen. Robert A. 
Taft aren’t exactly happy. 
Brown was Taft-fqr - President 
campaign m anager in 3948 and a 
Taft delegate to the 3952 National 
GOP Convention that nominated 
Dwight I). Eisenhower. 
And Brown was involved in the 
ill-fated 
attempt 
of Ohio House 
speaker William Saxbe. M echan­ 
icsburg, to wrest the party nom ­ 
ination for U S senator from Rep. 
George IT. Bender of Cleveland 
Saxbe carried the district com­ 
posed of Logan, Union. Champaign, 
Clark. Madison, Greene, W arren 
and Clinton counties. 
West topped his review- of pros­ 
pects with the assertion that if he 
wins election, it will indicate a 
trend that will sweep Democrats 
to control of C ongress, 
But Brown's record appears for­ 
midable. His career in state poli­ 
tics began in 1918 with election as 
lieutenant governor. He served two 
term s and then won election as 
secretary of state for three term s, 
starting in 1927. 
In 1932, Brown ran second in a 
four-man race for the Republican 
gubernatorial nomination. He re­ 
ceived the nomination two years 
later, but lost to Democrat Martin 
L. Davey in a three-way contest. 
He has represented the 7th Dis­ 
trict since election to Congress in 
1938. 
West, then a 
political science 
professor 
at Denison University, 
Granville, put his teachings into 
practice by running for 7th Dis­ 
trict congressm an in 1926 
That 
was the year Brown won his first 
term as secretary of state. Coun­ 
ties in the district were: Ashland, 
Richland. Holmes, Knox, Coshoc­ 
ton, Delaware and Licking. 
Although unsuccessful that year, 
West won the Democratic nomina­ 
tion in 
1928, 
but lost the elec­ 
tion. He won a seat in the House 
in 1930 and was re-elected in 1932. 
Two years later he ran second in 
a three-way race for the Demo­ 
cratic nomination for U S. sena­ 
tor. 
Finding favor in the eyes of the 
late President Franklin I). Roose­ 
velt, West served as undersecre­ 
tary of the Interior from 1935 to 
1941. During that period he had 
ready access to the White House 
West recalled that over a long per­ 
iod he visited Roosevelt almost ev­ 
ery morning in his bedroom for 
briefings, lie acted as the Presi­ 
dent’s liaison man with Congress, 
but later fell from favor. 
West turned to business inter 
ests in Mount Vernon, then his 
home and engaged in radio work 
in northeastern Ohio and other ac­ 
tivities. 
He flipped into the political glare 
in 1950 as ghost-writer in the un­ 
successful 
campaign 
of 
former 
State Auditor Joseph T, Ferguson 
to unseat Sen. Taft.

esting dispute arose An employe 
claimed he pushed down the but­ 
ton of the vending machine for 
a bar of plain chocolate.

Highlights 


WASHINGTON un—Most of the 
m ajor work of Congress was done I 
behind closed doors this week as i 
committees 
labored 
at 
drafting j 
m easures to carry out President 
Eisenhower’s legislative program. 
Haste was dictated by Congress’ 
desire to wind up its work as soon 
as possible in this’ campaign year. 
The President has said his party 
will stand or fall in the November 
election on the strength of his pro­ 
gram . 
Major bill-writing projects were 
in the fields of social security, 
housing and taxes. 
The week's Dig floor action was , 
on Eisenhower’s request for low er-j 
ing the voting age in federal elec­ 
tions from 21 to 18 years. The 
Senate killed the proposed consti-1 
tutional am endm ent yesterday. In 
another field, foreign trade, the 
President relaxed his pressure for 
tariff-cutting power now in the face 
of strong opposition, much of it 
from Republicans. 
Eisenhower successfully cleared 
one hurdle that could have affected 
profoundly his relations with Con­ 
gress. GGP leaders in the Senate 
accepted—at least for the 
time 
being—his order limiting executive 
branch testimony in the McCarthy- 
Army hearings. 
SOCIAL SECURITY 
The 
House 
Ways 
and 
Means 
Committee took the first congress- 
sional action on presidential pro­ 
posals to expand the social security 
program . 
It 
approved 
boosting 
benefit payments to those now on 
the rolls from $5 to $13 50 a month 
and upped to $4,200 the minimum 
annual wage on which both bene­ 
fits and social security taxes are 
based. 
The committee voted coverage 
for more than seven million farm 
operators, professional people and 
state and local government em ­ 
ployes. Rut it deferred action on 
the question of coverage for an 
estim ated 2,600.000 farm laborers. 
! HOUSING 
The Senate Banking Committee, 
hoping to ready a housing bill for 
i debate early next week, approved

tion on one and two family homes 
It also raised the repaym ent period 
to 30 years. 
The group refused to okay an 
) Eisenhower proposal that homes 
costing $7.(XX) or less and built as 
i a result of slum clearance have 
40-year m ortgages with no down 
payments. Instead it approved 30- 
year mortgages with a maximum 
of $350 down.

that which they build, if a fox go up 
he shall even break down t h e i r 
stone wall’ (Neh. 4:3). 
“ However, in spite of the great 
opposition, so successful was the 
work that Nehemiah was able to 
write, ‘So built we the wall; and all 
the wall was joined together unto 
the half thereof: for the people had 
a mind to work’ (Neh.

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GETTING HOTTER 
EVIDENCE IS PILING up day by day 
that the cold war. which waxed hot for sev­ 
eral years in Korea and then waned, rela­ 
tively speaking, is becoming hotter. The 
Kremlin is shoveling coal on the fire, in 
Indo-China, at Geneva, and elsewhere. 
Stepping up of fighting in Indo-China, 
following the f a ll of Dien Bien Phu, with 
Hanoi, the c a p i t a l , now directly menaced 
for the first time, is proof of Communist 
determination to complete capture of the 
‘‘rice bowl of Asia.” The pattern of the 
fighting in Korea, which proved so costly 
for the United States, is being repeated in 
Indo-China. This war has been going on 
for seven years. 
Whenever the French have appeared to 
be gaining the upper hand, mysterious re­ 
inforcements of men and material would 
suddenly appear to bolster the Commu­ 
nists. Had the French poured in m a n y 
times the men and equipment sent to Indo­ 
china, the result would probably have 
been the same. Red aid to the rebels would 
have been whatever was required to keep 
the war going. 
The amazing feature of this is that the 
source of the huge quantities of equipment 
and ammunition supplied to the rebels is 
seldom mentioned in polite c i r c l e s . It 
seem s inconceivable that anyone is so 
naive as to believe that this aid is coming 
from China. 
Some observers have all but wiped Indo­ 
china off the map of the free world. It be­ 
came apparent to most diplomats weeks 
ago that only military aid to the French 
on a huge scale could save Indo-C h i n a 
from the Reds. It was not forthcoming, 
and had it been supplied, military experts 
are not willing to say the result would have 
been different than in Korea. 
Secretary of State Dulles does not sub­ 
scribe to the view that with Indo-China will 
go all Southeast Asia. Southeast Asia can 
be held without Indo-China, he is certain. 
But the fall of Indo-China will be another 
victory for Russia, nonetheless. 


WHERE TO PARK? 
PARKING PROBLEM has become no­ 
ticeably more urgent in the last 12 months. 
Scarcely a city or town in the country to­ 
day has adequate parking s p a c e , in 
streets, parking lots or garages, for t h e 
number of cars whose drivers wish to park. 
In many cities parking has become an 
expensive proposition, with parking lots 
rates of a few cents a day of a decade or 
so ago only a dim memory. It is this inabil­ 
ity of customers to find parking space that 
has driven many businesses out of the 
main business sections of cities. 
More parking lots and garages are th# 
only possible solution, but real estate in 
business sections is so valuable that in­ 
vestors are slow to provide the necessary 
space. 


Before the McCarthy-Stevens hearings 1 
started, the rumors were all over Washing­ 
ton that plans had been laid “to get Joe” 
in about three days. I heard such reports j 
and wondered how it could be done in so 
short a time, having some firsthand knowl- I 
edge of the nature of the controversy. The j 
“get Joe*' effort was slow because some of I 
the politicallv-wise in the Eisenhower Ad­ 
ministration were opposed to “g e t t i n g 1 
him.” believing that it would be smarter to 
cut him in, as the phrase goes. It vv a s 
known that McCarthy preferred to be reg­ 
ular politically. 
A conflict of issues has arisen w h i c h 
will probably not be resolved as long as 
our constitutional form of government ex­ 
ists, namely, the relations between two in­ 
dependent branches of government, t h e 
Executive and the Legislative. If the Pres­ 
ident’s letter stands, the McCarthy s i d e 
would have to tell the whole truth or risk 
perjury while the other side need not tell 
the whole truth in obedience to a Presiden­ 
tial directive. 
Thus, the “get Joe” operation took on a 
new characteristic. The hearings had to be 
recessed because they had ceased to re­ 
late to the original charges and had become 
political both within the Republican Party 
and as between the Republican and Demo­ 
cratic parties. 
Furthermore, it may be difficult for 
many Congressional committees investi­ 
gating government operations of one kind 
or another to hold hearings of one kind 
dent’s letter becomes a precedent. The 
long memorandum on precedents from 
George Washington to Harry Truman ap- 
pplies to an invasion of the rights of the E x­ 
ecutive by a Congressional committee. 
In the present case, the Attorney Gen­ 
eral’s office and other officials indicated 
the nature of the charges against the staff 
of a Congressional committee, requiring 
the Congressional committee itself to try 
its chairman and its staff. 
The charges were not initiated by the 
Congressional committee but by the Secre­ 
tary of ihe Army, through his special coun­ 
sel, at the behest of a high level group in 
| the Executive branch of the government 
including the Attorney General, Herbert 
Brownell, Jr., and his Deputy, W i l l i a m 
I Rogers, who will have to pass on any per­ 
ju r y charges that may grow out of t h e 
j hearings. This is an extraordinary set of 
relationships which must be resolved. 
The confusion in all this may be aston- 
1 ishing, but astonishment solves no p r o b- 
lems. The basic problem now is that those 


j who manage our government appear not 
to know what our form and structure of 


I government is. Even though partisan poll- 
; tics requires Senators to act according to a 
j line that may save their party, no Repub­ 
lican is without considerable fright as to 
what may be the effect of all this on his 
party and the Democrats see in it a polit­ 
ical profit. 
The amazing letter signed by the Presi- 
j dent was dated Mav 17, three days after 
Mr. Welch said he had an order forbidding 
Mr. Adams to testify about what Adams 
had himself volunteered. That letter rais- 
1 ed the question of the authority of the Pres­ 
ident or the authority of the Congress. The 
table of precedents adds nothing to t h e 
letter, which is an assertion of authority.

Correcting an Uneven 
Growth of the Legs 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
UNTIL recently, the only m eth ­ 
od of lengthening a short leg was 
to shorten the normal leg Follow­ 
ing an attack of polio or a leg in­ 
jury, such as occurs when it Is 
broken or fractured, one leg may 
develop shorter th a n the opposite 
leg. This can be quite disfiguring 
and disabling. 
At one time doctors had no way 
of correcting this form of dis­ 
ability except by fitting the pa­ 
tient 
with 
certain 
appliances, 
such as a built-up shoe, to com- , 
pensate for the difference in the 
length of the two legs. 
On# Method 
However, when this disability 
is discovered early enough in 
childhood, ways have been de­ 
vised to even out the growth be­ 
tween the two legs. The m ain 
method used has been to slow up 
the growth of the norm al leg. If 
the growth is stunted in the 
norm al leg, the difference in the 
length of both legs can be evened 
out. 
This is accomplished by p u t­ 
ting screws and other substances 
into the growth centers of the 
bone. However, this could cause a 
child to be too short and could, 
in some instances, cause over­ 
correction. 
Recently, the difference in the 


length of the legs was adequately 
corrected 
by 
stim ulating 
the 
growth center of the stunted leg. 
By inserting screws into parts of 
the bone near the growth line, 
the growth of the retarded leg is, 
m any times, stim ulated to th a t of 
normal. In this way, a deformity 
In the child can be prevented. 
This procedure m ust be done 
early in life, however. If it fails, 
the norm al leg can always be 
stunted later on In order to even 
out the length of both legs. Any 
child with a shortening of a leg 
should be under the care of a 
physician. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
L. D : Is it true th a t radioactive 
iodine will cure a toxic goiter 
easily? I have a goiter and would 
like to know the best treatm ent. 
Answer: The radioactive iodine 
treatm ent for goiters is very sim ­ 
ple and the results thus far have 
been excellent. However, as with 
any new form of treatm ent, It 
takes m any years to form an 
opinion as to the full effective­ 
ness of the radioactive iodine. 
Surgery, therefore, rem ains the 
best treatm en t except in special 
cases where h eart and other dis­ 
eases prevent the use of surgery. 
Your doctor will be the best 
Judge in your particular case.

In nearly a month of travel from 
the Marshalls north to the Bonin 
Islands I didn t see one shore- 
based fighter plane or infantry 
unit. 
These islands once bristled with 
shore 
guns 
of 
an 
imperialistic 
Japan. America uses them today 
as military transport airports and 
supply depots. 
On Kwajalein, for instance, the 
6,500-foot airstrip on the 21 a-mile- 
long island is a major link in our 
military global air route. In event 
of war it and the strip on Roi 
Island. 60 miles to the north, could 
in a matter of days be operating 
bases for bomber and fighter craft. 
The only planes operating from 
Kwajalein today are patrol craft. 
The only guns are small arms. 
Guam, obviously the key island 
in the central Pacific defenses, has 
many shore guns — but all rusting 
I weapons put there by the Japanese 
during World War II. 
Only two of Guam’s airfields— 
Anderson 
Air 
Force 
Base 
and 
Agana — are operational. Orote, 
Northwest and Harmon fields have 
been abandoned but the strips are 
usable. 
Supply and ammunition areas on 
Guam cover miles and miles. The 
island is capable of supplying and 
servicing all types of ships and 
aircraft. 
Tinian, with its two huge air­ 
ports, is virtually unmanned from 
a military tandpoint. Two enlisted 
mer. are there. 
But those airports — one with 


10,000-foot 
runways 
from 
which 
the Hiroshima and Nagasaki A- 
bombs were flown — are immedi­ 
ately usable. 
Saipan has only a small force, 
about IOO men. 
Iwo Jima is manned by the Air 
Force. But the force, except for 
one plane used in air-sea rescue 
work, 
is 
entirely 
maintenance. 
Military planes use it as a stopping 
place on transocean flights. 
Japan built its strongest island 
fortress in the Bonin Islands. Chi­ 
chi Jima. main island in the group, 
was not invaded. Today amid the 
shambles of the once powerful 
Japanese outpost the Navy keeps 
a small unit of three officers and 
14 enlisted men. 
As long as there’s peace in the 
Pacific 
no larger 
weapons are 
needed. If war should come, the 
United States plans to be swinging 
so hard and so fast it won’t have 
to worry about island invaders.

District Judge Albert A. Ridge, 
who sentenced the pair on charges 
of perjury, said he made the dis­ 
tinction because Shoulders was the 
dominating man who had the di­ 
rection in the case.
